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Heavy Turnout Says ‘Yes’ to Liquor

Plano’s biggest voter turnout in 
history approved the legal sale of beer 
and wine for off-premise consumption 
Saturday by a tally of 5,791 to 4,464. 


With 10,255 of the city’s estimated 
27,000 registered voters casting 
ballots, westsiders at Wilson Middle 
School went 3,821 for the option and 
2,429 against. At Bowman Middle 
School on the eastside, 1,620 votes 


were in favor and 1,798 were against. 
Of the 587 absentee votes cast, 350 
were for and 237 were against. 
Although the election has passed, 
the City Council plans to call a 60-day 
moratorium on the sale of beer and 


Qty Council to Review 
P&Z Apartment Ruling 


An appeal from the Planning and 
Zoning Commission is on the top of the 
City Council’s Monday agenda. 
Kathy Whitworth is appealing a 
ruling by the commission that a lot on 
the northwest corner of Avenue G and 
16th St. should remain zoned for 
apartments. 
Whitworth had asked for light 
commercial zoning so she could sell 
the property to Larry Osborne for an 
auto repair shop. 
Commissioners 
refused 
the 
rezoning because they felt it would 
hamper renovation efforts in the 
neighborhood. 
Five other public hearings have also 
been scheduled for Monday. Council 
members will consider rezoning 21.8 
acres on the northwest corner of Park 
Boulevard and Coit Road from light 
commercial to retail and the rezoning 


September fires resulted in $53,000 
in damages, according to a report 
released by Fire Marshal Bill Threet. 
He said four dwellings 
valued at 
$182,000 were involved in fires. 
Insurance companies paid $46,500 on 
buildings and $6,500 in contents. 
Nineteen other blazes were also 
reported in September. The fires were 
classified as five grass, four trash and 
IO autos. 
Firefighters answered 98 fire calls, 
83 of which were miscellaneous 
service. Six smoke investigations, two 
rescues, two gas leaks and three 
gasoline leaks were answered. 


of 15.8 acres midway between Coit 
and Preston roads from retail to 
agriculture. Both cases were initiated 
by the council. 
John Brodhead will ask for a lower 
classification of industrial zoning on 
12.8 acres on the southwest corner of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
Parker Road. The rezoning would 
allow metal buildings on the property. 


James H. Drumm has also asked for 
industrial zoning on IO acres on the

Threet said he made 68 inspections 
and investigated 17 fires. The causes 
of those fires were five by careless 
smoking or use of matches, three by 
electrical wiring, three by electrical 
appliances, three by spontaneous 
combustion, two by grease and one 
incendiary. 
The department also answered 124 
ambulance calls including eight from 
outside the city. 
During the 1976-77 fiscal year, 
firefighters answered 1,674 fire calls 
including 61 dwelling blazes. Property 
losses for the year were $446,940 with 
$17,530 classified as uninsured loss.

The council will also consider a 
revised site plan for Regal Square 
which deletes a screening wall 
requirement on the northern and 
eastern boundaries of the property 


A new policy for the acceptance and 
processing of petitions for rumble 
strips in alleys and no parking on 
streets will also be reviewed. 
In the event that the local option 
election passes, the council plans to 
declare a 60 day moratorium on the 
legal sale of beer and wine in Plano.

“We've never had anything in 
McKinney or Plano (the county’s 
biggest towns) that turned out as 
many as this,” said County Clerk 
James Webb. "It’s fantastic. This is 
the way it should be--let the people 
express their opinions.” 
Mrs. Fred Miers, eastside election 
judge, reported that she needed to call 
in extra help and that the turnout was 
the biggest she had seen in her 30 
years of helping with elections. 
More 
complicated 
problems 
plagued Bowman voting, however. A 
highly-qualified source who refused to 
be named claimed that many people 
said they were contacted by churches 
and told they were registered voters 
when, in fact, they were not. 
When the people were told that no 
record of their registration existed 
and were refused permission to vote, 
the source said many 
persons grew 
beligerent. 
“People said they were called and 
told to go to a church and register and 
several others said they got a letter 
telling them to vote and that they were 
registered,” claimed the source. “But 
they didn’t have cards and they 
weren’t on the (voter registration) 
lists so they weren’t registered 
“We didn’t have a great amount of 
these people,” added the source, “but 
we had more than I’ve ever seen in all 
the other elections put together.” 
The tremendous number of voters 
at Wilson forced Westside election 
judge Richard May to also ask for 
extra volunteers to help with the 
hundreds of persons who jammed the 
school’s cafetorium. 
“This has been the heaviest elec­ 
tion,” noted May. “We’ve really had 
to innovate to man the polling booths 
and keep the lines flowing.” 
The Westside election judge said 
that the only other problem yester­ 
day, besides the heavy turnout, was 
several complaints about people 
passing out “vote dry” flyers to 
prospective voters. 
But May explained that the elec­ 
tioneers were within the law since 
they stood beyond IOO feet of the 
polling place.

Students Study Parenting, Child Care

Some 60 high school students are learning about child 
development from first hand experiences by working with 
young children through the Child Development Major 
Studies Program offered by the Homemaking Depart­ 
ment at Plano Senior High School. 
According to the child development studies team leader 
Jackie Weimer, the study is a pre-employment program 
designed to give high school students new and responsible 
roles working with young children. The students gain 
skills and competencies to perform the roles and 
preparation for parenting and other careers involving the 
care and welfare of the children. 
“The program is designed to bring together many 
segments of the community-famiiies, schools and 
worksites such as nursery schools, day care centers and 
kindergartens,” Mrs. Weimer said. 
Other teacers working in the program are Mona 
Kandeler and Tanya Stroube. 
Three components make up the program: classroom 
study, fieldsite work and the Early Learning Center Lab. 
“ In the classroom the basic curriculum involves the 
soidy of child development from conception to death,” 
Mrs. Weimer explained. “The students learn skill 
development, problem solving techniques and how to 


relate to children in a variety of settings such as an 
education setting or a hospital setting. 
“The students also learn how to deal with children in­ 
volved in a crisis,” the team leader added. “Things such 
as moving, death, hospitalization and other things that 
effect the total family are hard for young children to cope 
woth.” 
Fieldsiteecperiences away from the Senior High School 
provide four to six hours per week of actual work with 
children and under the supervision of professionals. Some 
fieldsites include hospitals, public kindergarten and 
church preschools. Students work at three fieldsites 
throughout the school year. 
The third component of the program, the Early Lear­ 
ning Center located at Plano Senior High School, provides 
a closely supervised laboratory where students can be 
observed working with small children and where the 
students can observe others as they work with children. A 
part of every student’s time is spent in this laboratory. 
The Learning Center operates as a model for educating 
young children. The facility resembles any preschool or 
nursery school with tiny furniture, gaily decorated walls, 
equipment such as easels and art supplies, and toys. A 
fenced-in play area allows the children to play outside in 
good weather. 


An unique feature, however, is an observation room 
where parents, students and teachers can view the ac­ 
tivity in the classroom. 
Three and four-year-olds who attend the center come 
from throughout the community. 
Parents may enroll their children at the tuition rate of 
$45 for two and one-half hours for four days a week or for 
$25 for two and one-half hours two days a week. Both 
morning and afternoon sessions are offered, but there is a 
waiting list for spaces in the classes. 
“We try to include children from varied backgrounds 
for the sake of the children as well as for the students who 
are learning to work with the children,” Mrs. Kandeler 
remarked. “We also try to make the programs rich for the 
children, strongly emphasizing the senses.” 
Several high school students and a teacher work with 
the children in the lab with the teacher acting as a model 
for the students showing them how to handle the 
youngsters. 
Each student has the responsibility of planning class 
activities such as finger painting, coloring or reading a 
story. The student must set up the activity and carry it out 
and then evaluate its effectiveness, the teachers ex­ 
plained. 
“The children are able to make a distinction between 


the teacher and the students,” Mrs. Kandeler mentioned. 
“When I am in the classroom, they can sease that I am in 
charge.” 
She added, “Some children really establish meaningful 
relationships with the high school students and likewise 
the high school students with the children.” 
Students record their experiences in the lab and from 
the other fieldsites in journals which are discussed during 
the classroom sessions. 
Another important facet of the program is parent in­ 
volvement. 
“We are seeking to furnish information to parents on 
the changes and growth that occurs to their children while 
they are participants in the Learning Center,” Mrs. 
Weimer related. “We invite parents to come and observe 
their children and we are also providing more sessions 
such as parenting groups and speakers for the parents.” 
The teachers are required to keep five year follow-up 
records on the high school students who participate to 
show justification of the program that is now in its third 
year. 
The teachers are very encouraged by their most recent 
statistics that show about 90 percent of the past par­ 
ticipants are now in college studying in a related field to 
child development.

How ever, there are numerous 
artificial tears on the market that 
will take care of this condition quite 
well. The most common disease of 
the eyelids 
is 
blepharitis.

produces a feeling like someone 
had dumped a bucket of sand in the 
eye, red-rimmed lid m argins, 
flaking of the skin, etc. This is 
usually a temporary condition, and 
trying to hide it with the use of 
mascara is just about the worst 
thing a person can do. 
Redness of the eye, or ocular 
congestion, 
is caused 
by 
the 
swelling of the blood vessels in the 
|. eye. Since this causes irritation, the 
eye will send an impulse to the 
lacrimal glands that says, "Don't 
just stand there; do something". 
Now all the lacrimal glands can do 
is produce tears, and bless their 
hearts, 
that 
is 
what 
they 
do, 
thinking the tears will wash away 
the irritation. It shouldn't take a 
PhD to figure out that if you put 
something in the eye to reduce the 
swollen blood vessels, it would take 
care of the problem, and most of 
the "get the red out" eyedrops will 
do just that.

Air Bags Could Help 


It was never publicly 
acknowledged, but when 
William McKinley became 
the 25th President of the 
United States in 1897 his wife 
had been a victim of epilepsy 
for 25 years. 
During 
White 
House 
dinners President McKinley 
always kept a handkerchief 
at the ready in case his wife 
should have a seizure. When 
she did, he would carefully 
place it over her face and 
explain to guests that she 
had suffered a 
“ fainting 
spell.” 
In Buffalo, in 1901, when 
McKinley was 
mortally 
wounded by Leon Czolgosz, 
legend has it that his first 
words were: “ My wife, be 
careful how you tell her, oh, 
be careful!” 


The Epilepsy Foundation 
of America reports that 
many famous people down 
through history are thought 
to 
have 
suffered 
from 
epileptic seizures, including 
Alexander the Great, Julius 
Caesar, St. Paul, Buddha, 
Napoleon, 
Socrates, 
Tchaikovsky and Alfred 
Nobel. 
The Commission for the 
Control of Epilepsy and its 
Consequences—which 
re­ 
cently published the results 
of a two-year study in the 
United States—reports there 
are over 2 million American 
victims. 
Epilepsy 
takes 
many 
forms, it is not a single 
disease or condition. In fact, 
it is not a disease at all but a 
symptom of some other 


problem. Sometimes the 
problem cannot be iden­ 
tified, but many times it 
can—a brain tumor or a 
head injury. 
Automobile 
accidents 
alone, according to statistics 
in the commission’s report, 
result in one new victim of 
epilepsy every 26 minutes. 
This is one reason Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen has testified 
and debates in the Senate in 
favor of a requirement by 
the Department of Tran­ 
sportation that air bags or 
other 
passive 
restraint 
systems be installed in all 
new cars by 1983. 
Every 
year 
540,000 
Americans receive serious 
head injuries in auto ac­ 
cidents and some 20,000 of 
that number will eventually

suffer from epilepsy. 
The 
Department 
ol 
Transportation 
estimates 
that passive restraints can 
save as many as 9,100 lives 
each year and can prevent 
as many as 65,000 serious 
injuries. As Chairman of the 
Senate Subcommittee on 
Transportation Bentsen says 
he finds those figures “ ex­ 
traordinarily 
persuasive. ’ ’ 
“ It is argued that the 
requirement 
for 
these 
passive restraint systems 
will add to inflation by 
driving up the cost of new 
automobiles. 
But 
the 
evidence shows that higher 
costs for new automobiles 
will be more than offset by 
lower costs for automobile 
insurance,” he said. 
According 
to 
tran­ 
sportation 
department 
projections it would cost $112 
to install an air bag in a new 
auto and $25-50 for passive 
shoulder belts.

Nader’s New Target 


Ralph Nader’s latest venture 
— a consumer group of sports 
fans — hints that the consumer 
advocate may be running out of 
worlds to conquer. 
Not that the fans don’t deserve 
a voice in this age of hefty public 
subsidies of professional sports, 
but it is unlikely that the histori­ 
cally voluble fan needs the 
Nader group. 
The concern of the Fight to Ad­ 
vance the Nation’s Sports — or 
FANS — will range from player 
personnel to ticket prices to the 
nutritional quality of food at con­ 
cession stands. Nader has spec­ 
ulated over the economic impact 
of a boycott mounted against a 
team by his organization in re­ 


sponse to an unpopular trade or 
other grievance. 
But the sports fan already has 
learned — as have team owners 
— of the clout he enjoys through 
his trips to the ticket window. 


Nader has proposed a dues 
schedule of $9 a year, wondering 
for publication “whether con­ 
sumers of spectator sports are 
willing to pay ... the price of an 
average football ticket in order 
to protect their rights and in­ 
terests.” 


The fan 
might be 
willing 
enough — ifs doubtful if he will 
believe it necessary. His voice 
penetrates to the business offices 
very well, thank you. 


AUSTIN—A legislative committee has launched an in­ 
vestigation of complaints that patients in Texas mental 
hospitals and schools for the retarded are being abused. 
Rep. DeWitt Hale of Corpus Christi, chairman of the 
House General Investigating Committee, said the inquiry 
will be ‘‘neither a witch hunt nor a white wash.” 
Hale scheduled a two-day hearing here to evaluate the 
complaints. 
Texas Association for Retarded Citizens urged the hear­ 
ing, but the organization’s director said many parents of 
retarded children feared reprisals if they testified. 
A Waco mother said she had been informed her severely- 
retarded son had been homosexually abused at Mexia State 
School. 
An Austin mother told the committee her retarded son 
had lost two teeth and suffered a smashed finger and 
broken arm at Travis State School, and no one could tell 
her how the injuries occurred. 
Witnesses before the committee complained of lack of 
adequate staff in schools for the retarded, and one strong­ 
ly urged bringing in outside professional help. 


Road Plan Approved 
A $33 million program to improve Texas Farm to Mar­ 
ket Roads and roads not on the state-maintained network 
has State Highway and Public Transportation Commission 
approval. 
The 1977 program includes work on 378.1 miles of roads 
in all sections of the state—297.7 miles of FM roads and 
80.4 miles of roads on local systems. Off-system road im­ 
provements are selected cooperatively by local and state 
governments and are developed with aid of partial federal 
financing. 
Meanwhile, the commission also approved a 1978 state­ 
wide highway safety improvement program consisting of 
194 projects costing more than $2.88 million in 16 districts. 
Most of the work involves improvement or installation 
of new traffic signals, signing, lane delineation, left turn 
lanes or other traffic control devices. Other work will 
widen or replace three bridges where eight persons died.

Increasing numbers of television viewers, sitting in 
the comfort of their homes, transfixed by the dram a on 
the tube, are rudely disturbed by an extraneous voice 
saying something like: 
“ Hello Blue Moon. This is Handle Bar. I read you 
loud and clear.” 
The TV viewer once again knows his friendly neigh­ 
borhood ('Ber is caling an airwaves pal for a little chit­ 
chat, and together the two are crowding the sound 
waves with CBS's Telly Savalas, star of the Kojak 
series, 
and 
other 
regularly 
scheduled 
TV 
en­ 
tertainm ent. 
The Federal Communications Commission estimates 
more than 80 per cent of the 135,000 formal complaints 
filed this year about television interference is due to 
increasing use of Citizen Band short-wave radios The 
formal complaints are only a fraction of the incidents 
involving CBs. 
The FCC reports there are more than 22 million CB 
radios W’hile CB usage is not the only reason radios, 
television sets and electronic organs are having 
reception problems, the FCC suspects the CB craze is 
the m ajor culprit. 
Nationwide the FCC has begun to enforce regulations 
on airw ave violations by CB users, but much of the 
problem is believed to be caused by legal use of CB 
radios. 
The interference problems have grown to such 
dimensions that legislative action is being advocated, 
ranging from new standards for electronic equipment 
to restrictions on CB usage. 
The FCC is preparing a m ajor report, to be com­ 
pleted this fall, which examples the air waves problem 
in detail. It is a report of interest to both TV viewers 


and ham radio operators. 


The Tulsa Tribune 
The head of a national agricultural organization who 
has accused the government of overreacting to the 
problem of DBCP, a pesticide suspected of causing 
sterility, has underreacted to the problem. 
After a dozen male workers at Dow Chemical Co.’s 
DBCP plant at Magnolia, Ark., were determined to be 
sterile and some workers at other plants learned they 
have abnorm ally low sperm counts, the government 
issued restriction of handling the pesticide. The result 
has been a near halt in its production. 
The solution, suggests Robert K. Phillips of the 
National Peace Council, could be recruiting older 
people and those who don’t intend to have children to 
handle DBCP. 
Since it w asn’t — and still really isn’t — known the 
pesticide could cause sterility, it’s possible there are 
other side effects from it. 
The government should do some more testing, and as 
Phillips also suggested, look at other alternatives, 
before haphazardly giving the DBCP handling job to 
anyone else. 


The Wheeling <W. Va.) Intelligencer 
Rep Don J. Pease, D-Ohio, is to be commended for 
the legislation he introduced to cut off American im­ 
ports of Ugandan coffee. 
Although trade boycotts are not generally in the in­ 
interest of the world market, this one might help topple 
the barbaric regim e of Idi Amin. And that should be all 
right with just about everybody, 
Pease said that Uganda’s coffee exports to the United 
States account for one-third of Uganda’s total export 
earnings, but only represents 4.76 of total American 


coffee imports. A boycott shouldn’t hurt American 
coffee drinkers significantly. 


San Jose M ercury 
Take it from a man who should know, the supersonic 
transport plane has priced itself out of business; Uncle 
Sam s decision to drop SST development is proving to 
have been sound. 
Telling evidence of this was offered last week by Ben

George Baker of the Bee’s Washington Bureau 
reports Meyer set up a meeting with Carter ad­ 
ministration officials and m embers of Congress, 
seeking relief from a court decision compelling Meyer 
and other ranchers to sell most of their land under the 
160-acre limitation law. 
Meyer says he was acting solely as a private citizen, 
not as a Department of Agriculture official, in 
arranging the meeting. He sees no conflict of interest in 
what he did 


Whatever was in Meyer’s mind when he cleared the 
way for two other Imperial Valley ranchers, Meyer 
himself, his brother-in-law and the trustee of a trust 
Meyer established when he cam e to Washington, to 
present their case to White House officials and 
California congressmen, the incident leaves him open 
to suspicion. 
Some high government officials think so too. The 
agriculture departm ent’s general counsel has been 
asked to look into the m atter, so has White House 
Counsel Robert Lipschutz. 
Still, Meyer defends his action, depicting himself as 
an ordinary citizen trying to get a hearing for some 
Imperial Valley farm ers. 
As we view it, if Meyer can’t see now that he used his 
high office to take care of his own concerns and those of 
his family and friends, he shouldn’t be in the job.

says. But selling bodies 
could lead to grave-robbing 
and all sorts of problems. 
It always has been illegal 
to sell corpses but people 
keep calling.

Broadcaster Hopeful

new attem pt to introduce 
“over the a ir” pay television 
has been under way in the 
Los Angeles m arket since 
April I. 
The effort by a company 
called National Subscription 
Television Inc., was inspired 
by the progress of various 
cable pay TV operations 
including Home Box Office. 
A group of investors led by 
A. Jerrold Perenchio, a TV 
show producer, 
and Oak 
Industries, Inc., of Crystal 
I^ake, 111. are running things. 
The commercial free pro­ 
gram s 
include 
first-run 
movies, night club acts, live 
concerts and home games of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, the 
California Angels -ant} other 
pro sports team s. 
The big selling poiiftlS that 
the homeowner pays only for 
the program s; there’s no 
monthly cable charge. 
The 
serv ice 
is 
being 
delivered over KBSC-TV, 
Channel 52. After the first 
four months, the station told 
UPI: “ We are quietly op­ 
timistic. We still believe we 
can approach our goal of 
50,000 subscribers by the end 
of the first year.” But the 
spokesman would not say 
how 
m any 
su b scrib ers 
already have been signed up. 
“We’re still in the tren­ 
ches,” 
he said.

Weaver, 
one of the

m agnates in the early days 
of television, formed Sub­ 
scription Television Inc., 
which made quite a splash 
with “scram bler” pay TV in 
southern 
C alifornia 
but 
eventually gave up after 
losing millions of dollars. 
Scram bler systems also 
were tried briefly in Toronto, 
Hartford and a few other 
cities 
but 
never 
became 
paying propositions. Zenith 
and some other TV equip­ 
ment manufacturers were 
much interested.

present venture are pinning 
their faith largely on in­ 
telligent program selection 
and the publication of an 
attractive monthly program 
guide.

Law Suppresses Races 


Author Claims Minorities Misrepresented 


(Editor’s Note: This is the

We cannot expect an im­ 
partial system of criminal 
justice to exist in a society 
that practices various forms 
of oppression, one of the 
most blatant being the 
persecution 
of 
racial 
minorities. For social in­ 
stitutions and practices 
reflect the structure of the 
society within which they 
exist. 
Nor can we expect that 
persecuted minorities would 
unhesitatingly support a 
system of law that has 
frequently been used to 
oppress them. 
In the United States today, 
the laws aimed at regulating 
crim inal behavior often 
interact with the racism of 
the society to maintain the 
oppression 
of 
racial 
minorities. 
Yet we expect members of 
minority groups to conform 
to those very laws and social 
practices 
designed 
to 
maintain their subjugation. 
Real or imagined violation 
of these laws and customs 
brings forth police reactions, 
and 
people 
of 
color 
frequently find themselves 
entangled in a judicial 
system which many distrust 
because of its racism. 
Such catch-phrases as 
“ crime in the streets,” “ law 
and order,” and “ war on 
crime” are most often used, 
however subtly, to refer to 
the 
behavior 
of 
racial 
minorities, especially black 
Americans, and to many of 
the policies designed to 
maintain 
their 
subor­ 
dination. 
Both the public and those 
enforcing the law assume 
that blacks and other racial 
minorities are responsible 
for disproportionately high 
rates of criminal behavior.

have long been challenged. 
As early as 1930, Thorsten 
Sellin, one of the nation’s 
leading 
criminologists, 
questioned whether the real 
crime rate for blacks was 
higher than for whites. 
Although blacks appeared 
to be arrested, convicted and 
committed to penal 
in­ 
stitutions more frequently 
than whites, Sellin main­ 
tained that social factors 
distorted the rates. 
Most 
contemporary 
studies, based on more 
rigorous data, show that 
blacks are more likely to be 
arrested, indicted, convicted 
and 
committed 
to 
in­ 
stitutions than whites who 
commit similar offenses. 
For example, the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons’ records 
show that in 1972 the average 
prison sentence for mem­ 
bers of racial minorities was 
59 months, compared to 45 
months for whites. 
More 
s pecifically, 
minorities convicted for 
income tax evasion received 
average sentences of 31 
months, while whites con­ 
victed of the same offense 
received average sentences 
of 14 months. 
The F B I’s Uniform Crime 
Reports indicate that in 1975 
blacks and other racial 
minorities accounted for 
nearly one-fourth of all 
arrests while comprising 
only about 12 percent of the 
population. It should be 
emphasized 
that 
these 
arrests do not necessarily 
result in convictions. 
With the exception of 
certain 
crimes 
against 
“ morals” and public order, 
the data show that black 
Americans are arrested 
somewhere between three 
and 
four 
times 
more 
frequently than whites. For 
Native Americans, the rate 
is three times that of blacks 
and IO times that of whites. 
Chinese and Japanese- 
Americans have lower rates, 
with the latter group being 
the only racial minority with 
a lower arrest rate than 
whites. 
These criminal statistics -- 
no matter their validity -- 
influence law enforcement 
policy and practice in such a 
way as to discriminate 
against persons of color. 
“ High crime areas” -- 
usually the inner city where 
most minority persons live -- 
generally 
receive 
the 
heaviest police deployment. 
But 
the 
“ speed 
trap” 
phenomenon applies to race 
as well as to traffic. 
If police are stationed in a 
given area, they will make 
more arrests, thus fulfilling 
the expectation that more 
crime will be committed in 
that area. 
Age is another important 
factor in criminal statistics. 
Persons under 25 years of 
age accounted for nearly 
three-fifths of all criminal 
arrests in 1975, and the 
minority 
population 
is 
younger than the white. The 
median age of blacks, for 
example, is seven 
years 
younger than for whites. 
Having 
noted 
the 
limitations 
of 
crim inal 
statistics, it should be fur­ 
ther emphasized that the 
arrest rates among racial 
minorities do not mean that 
these groups have inherently 
stronger 
crim inal 
ten­ 
dencies, for crime is 
a 
function of social factors, not 
race. The vast majority of 
members 
of 
racial 
minorities are law-abiding 
citizens. 
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OPPRESSION BY LAW 
It would be nothing short 
of astounding if a group of 
people whose history in the 
United 
States 
includes 
centuries 
of 
slavery, 
calculated attempts at ex­ 
termination, and other gross 
brutalities 
somehow 
managed to be more law­ 
abiding 
than 
their 
op­ 
pressors. 
For no group of people is 
content to be relegated to life 
of 
oppression, 
and 
in 
America, 
the 
law 
has 
historically 
served 
to 
maintain the oppression of 
people of color. 
It was the law that in­ 
stitutionalized chattell 
slavery; 
that 
deprived 
Native Americans not only 
of their land but also of 
countless thousands of their 
lives, 
and 
that 
caused 
thousands of citizens of 
Japanese ancestry to be 
incarcerated 
in 
con­ 
centration camps without 
due process. The litany of 
legally initiated or endorsed 
outrages 
against 
racial 
minorities is vast. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
CRIM E 
One of the major forms of 
racial oppression in the 
United States is economic 
discrimination, which is 
most readily manifest in 
unemployment 
statistics. 
Black 
Americans, 
for 
example, have for decades 
experienced 
an 
unem­ 
ployment rate at least twice 
that of whites. The official 
unemployment 
rate 
for 
blacks in 1975 was 14 per­ 
cent, compared with slightly 
more than 7 percent for 
whites. 
For black teenagers (16 to 
19 years of age) the situation 
is especially grim: at least 
40 percent are unemployed, 
compared to only 18 percent 
of white teen-agers. It is in 
this age 
category 
that 
arrests for criminal offenses 
are greatest. 
While 
there 
are 
few 
conclusive studies showing a 
direct correlation between 
unemployment and crime, 
law enforcement officals and 
criminologists are making 
the connection, especially 
for crimes against property 
- burglary, larceny-theft 
and motor vehicle theft. 
On February 25, 1975, for 
example, a “ Wall Street 
Journal” article based on 
interviews throughout the 
country concluded that “ the 
c o n s e n s u s 
( a m o n g 
criminologists 
and 
law 
enforcement personnel) is 
that the link between crime 
and economics is far more 
than theory.” Both 
the 
executive director of the 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police and an of­ 
ficial of the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons support such a 
conclusion. 
Unemployment is but one 
form of oppression con­ 
tributing to the arrest rates 
of people of color. Many 
other social factors must be 
taken into account. 
The mere fact of being 
racially visible increases the 
risk of becoming entangled 
in the crim inal justice 
system. This stigma often 
leads to frustrations that are 
expressed 
in 
acts 
of 
aggression, often aimed at 
those of sim ilar racial 
background. 
____

Furthermore, 
the 
op­ 
pression faced by members 
of racial minorities may 
prevent them from iden­ 
tifying with the society and 
the law. 
For 
example, 
nationwide surveys con­ 
ducted for the National 
Advisory Commission on 
Civil Disorders found that 
two of the top IO grievances 
among black Americans 
were “ police practices” and 
“ discriminatory 
adminis­ 
tration of justice.” 
The 
crim inal 
justice 
system itself, characterized 
by discretion at all levels 
from the arresting officer to 
the 
parole 
officer, 
is 
frequently manipulated to 
discrim inate 
against 
them. The high arrest rates 
among racial minorities 
also reflect the fact that 
legitimate means to achieve 
societal goals are often 
blocked by discrimination. 
Crime may therefore be seen 
by some as the only means 
available for achieving the 
symbols of success. 
„ 
Furthermore, 
people of 
color are generally forced to 
live in areas of cities 
characterized by poverty, 
poor housing and limited 
outlets for recreation. These 
conditons 
give 
rise 
to 
criminality and other forms 
of non-conforming behavior. 
It is impossible to un­ 
derstand crime in America 
without a knowledge of the 
social conditions that often 
nurture and reward it 
For racial minorities, 
social 
institutions 
and 
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practices 
operate 
to 
maintain their oppression, 
thereby leading some of 
them to commit acts that are 
considered to be criminal. 
Since 
the 
connection 
between race and crime is 
caused by social factors, 
some of which have been 
enumerated, there is every 
reason to believe the con­ 
clusion of the President’s 
Commission 
of 
Law 
E n f o r c e m e n t 
a n d 
Administration of Justice in 
1967: “ The Commission is of 
the view that if conditions of 
equal opportunity prevailed, 
the large differences now 
found between the Negro and 
white arrest rates would 
disappear.”

for 
the 
convenience 
of 
their 
customers in obtaining cash 
or purchasing goods and 
services. Already about half 
the states have approved the 
use 
of 
this 
advanced 
technology. 
The advent of electronic 
banking by the use of off- 
premise machines does not 
mean the era of “checkless 
banking” or the “cashless 
society” has arrived, the 
TBA president stated. 
“ All bank customers can 
still use checks whenever 
and however they wish,” 
Childers pointed out, “or 
they may use a combination 
of cash, checks and elec­ 
tronic transfers.

D E A R R E A D E R , Crisis disrupt many lives everyday. 
They can erupt at anytime when we experience over­ 
whelming stress and tension. Our usual mechanisms for 
dealing with stress become overloaded and breakdown. At 
that point in our lives, we experience crisis. While many 
people may witness a crisis, and even mean well in their 
attempts to help, very few are adequately trained to in­ 
tervene quickly and effectively. Even the professional 
counselor and members of the clergy, while quite competent 
in their work, may not possess the specific skills for in­ 
tervening in a truly helpful way. To the same extent, lay 
individuals or para-professionals who may be in a “ helping” 
situation in the community, in the church, in a crisis center, 
in a business, within the school system, criminal justice 
system, and in all other areas of endeavor where in­ 
terpersonal relations are a factor, such as just being a good 
neighbor, need to know what to do and when to do it. 
Crisis intervention, regardless of the particular crisis 
involved requires special skills and adaptations of skills that 
are unique to these situations. The skills involved, while 
based on sound and current psychotherapeutic thought, may 
vary significantly in their application from the ways that 
they are used in routine, weekly counseling sessions. Time 
becomes a critical difference. In ongoing counseling, it may 
be possible to work with a person on a problem for several 
weeks. The crisis intervener may have only seconds or 
minutes to accomplish his purpose. To the degree that he is 
successful, to that degree will the need for additional, 
ongoing counseling be reduced. If the intervener is able to 
skillfully prevent additional personality disorganization, 
and fragmentation from occurring, and help the person in 
crisis to effectively mobilize the ego resources that he 
usually has in non-crisis times, the normally used life coping 
skills of that person can again take over and effective func­ 
tioning be reestablished. Some additional psychotherapy or 
supportive counseling may be needed, but probably to a 
lesser degree than if the initial intervention had not been 
properly done. 
Few academic training institutions address themselves to 
this area on a professional level, and at other levels few are 
concerned with such training outside of their own particular 
sphere of concern. It is however, a concern that needs to be 
addressed on a larger, interdisciplinary scale. To that 
degree, can community resources be pooled, and those who 
function in such agencies and institutions benefit from what 
each has to offer. 
In an attempt to provide such interdisciplinary training, 
and for the first time in this part of the country, The National 
Institute for Training in Crisis Intervention will be held 
November 14 thru 18, 1977 in the Dallas-Fort Worth area. 
Under the joint sponsorship of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, and the American Academy of Crisis 
Interveners, the Institute will be held at the Dallas-Fort 
Worth Regional Airport Marina Hotel. The weeklong 
training is open to all professional, para-professionals, 
clergy, criminal justice personnel, businesses, schools, 
crisis workers at all levels, and lay persons interested in 
developing or in strengthening their intervention skills. 
Emphasis will be placed on: Crisis definition and resolution, 
coninci management, communications skills, behavior and 
motivation, social change, rape, suicide, child abuse, spouse 
abuse, crisis in business and industry, hostage negotiation, 
safety, significant others in the victim ’s life, drug abuse, 
maladaptive behavior, and domestic disputes. Significant 
amounts of time will be spent in illustrative human relations 
exercises, and in practical crisis role playing experiences 
under the direct supervision of trained crisis specialists and 
members of the American Academy of Crisis Interveners.

Dear Mrs. Rinser: Some 
time ago a friend had an 
apron that had been made 
from a permanent press 
sheet. It was for wearing with 
a pantsuit, and not only 
protected the blouse, but the 
pants as well. Do you have 
any knowledge of this pat­ 
tern? — Joann Christensen, 
Los Angeles. 
I don’t know which pattern 
your friend had, Joann, but 
we are by no means lost. 
There are long apron pat­ 
terns available in the pattern 
books There is even one style 
with a split front; you can tie 
one section over each pant 
leg. Look toward the back of 
the book in the specialty 
sections. 
Using a permanent press 
sheet makes your apron easy 
to care for and very durable. 
Take 
advantage of any 
border or trim by placing it at 
the hemline of your apron. 
Dear Mrs. Rinser: Can you 
tell me where I can have hem 
stitching done on scarves I 
want 
to embroider 
and 
crochet around? Is there a 
store or specialty shop where 
I can have this done? — Mrs. 
L. J. Toto, East Brunswick,

Your best bet is the better 
sewing machine stores. A lot 
of these businesses do special 
work such as making button- I 
holes, 
doing 
machine * 
embroidery, etc. If they can 
not do the hem stitching for 
you, I am sure they will help 
you locate someone who can. 
Dear Mrs. Rinser: Can you 
tell me how to keep oilcloth 
edges from rolling? This is 
imported material and does 


not have a felt back. I have 
cut the edges in scallops and 
they still roll to the right side.

pleads with us to take him to 
R-rated movies which he 
can’t get into without an 
adult.

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Light and casual furniture on a deck or entrance area can create an inviting space where 
none existed before. Comfortable dining chairs make the dining area appealing and can be 
used as occasional chairs elsewhere in the home. 
Turn Empty Entryway 
Into Cozy Dining Spot

Q. We are living in an older 
apartment which has a me­ 
dium sized living room, 
kitchen, bedroom and bath. 
We really miss a dining room 
although we do not dine for­ 
mally. We have a fairly spa­ 
cious entry area like many 
old apartments and I was 
wondering about using it for a 
dining spot. Do you have 
some suggestions? —- T.C. 
A. Certainly any extra liv­ 
ing space in a residence 
needs to be used these days 
since it is such a scarce com­ 
modity. I would seriously 
consider converting your 
entry into a dining place. One 
of the common problems in­ 
volved in doing this is that 
sometimes the entry and the 
kitchen are arranged at dis­ 
tant points. However, trays 
and careful thinking about 
transporting the food can 
usually overcome that. I ’d 
plan the space from a fur­ 
niture point of view so it will 
function in a dral-purpose 
way. 
You might select a table 
and four chairs for dining. 
Keep two chairs customarily 
with the table in the entry and 
use the other two as oc­ 
casional chairs to be pressed 
into service when necessary. 
Perhaps you could use one in 
a bedroom and one as a desk 
chair. Or maybe two with a 
lamp might make a small 
reading corner in your living 
room. 
I’d choose fairly comfort- 
table chairs — perhaps not 
traditional straight dining 
chairs but cushioned ones 
that will serve several pur­ 
poses. For the table, choose 
something that can be pushed 
up against the wall when not 
in service. 
If you like traditional de­ 
signs, you might try to find a 
drop leaf table or a gate-leg 
design, both of which have a 
slender profile when not be­ 
ing used. Or if you like mod­ 
em, a glass-topped design 
with metal legs would be ex­ 
cellent because visually it 
would not take up a lot of 
room. A slender rectangle of 
glass could be pushed against 
the wall when not in service. 
You might also want to in­ 
corporate a tea cart or a 
server on wheels in your en­ 
try design if you have room to 
facilitate tile transfer of 
dishes and food. 


Q. I would like some help on 
my kitchen. The cabinets are 
white with dark walnut mold­ 
ing on the doors to match the 
dark walnut counter tops. I 


have used brick on the walls 
between the counter and 
cabinets with harvest gold 
appliances. My flooring has a 
used brick look and acces­ 
sories are black. 
My problem lies in the 
cabinets. I just don’t know 
what to do with them. I love 
the wood grain look but the 
wood used for the cabinets 
wouldn’t be worth stripping 
and staining. Also my counter 
tops are so dark that I’d be 
afraid to make my cabinets 
too dark. Can you suggest 
anything. — E.D. 
A. I think the logical thing 
to do is paint the white cabi­ 
nets a soft gold, a few shades 
lighter than your harvest gold 
appliances. That will remove 
the starkness of the white 
with your dark wood and will 
be very compatible with the 
rest of your kitchen. It would 
be much better than trying to 
do a wood tone on the cabi­ 
nets. 
With the used brick you 
probably like old fashioned 
decorating. That suggests to 
me that if the cabinet fronts 
are flat, you might like to try 
your hand at stenciling on 
them. For example, after you 
painted the doors the light 
gold, you might stencil with a 
rust and brown, using a 
Pennsylvania Dutch motif or 
something you might devise. 
Stenciling isn’t too hard (with 
a little practice) and can be 
charming. Of course, if you 
are tending toward a contem­ 
porary and slick kitchen, I ’d 
avoid the stenciling. 


Q. We are just moving into 
a tiny condominium and 
planning to have our fur­ 
niture reupholstered. I like 
pattern but I am afraid in a 
small quarters like we’ll have 
that several floral patterns 


might be too much. Is there 
any rule of thumb about using 
pattern? — R.R.U. 
A. No, designers have been 
discussing how to use pattern 
in a room for a long time and 
each designer — the home 
variety or the professional — 
does it her or his own way. It 
is what ever looks good to 
you. 
I agree that a small room 
can sometimes look terribly 
crowded with too much pat­ 
tern. Some designers say in a 
small room use a small pat­ 
tern, reserving large, leafy 
florals for large spaces. How­ 
ever, I have seen that state­ 
ment contradicted — with the 
designer covering walls and 
furniture of a 12 by 12-foot 
room with a large Chinoiserie 
pattern and the result was 
showy but stunning. 
If you’d rather avoid being 
so theatrical, I would con­ 
sider using a small print and 
perhaps a stripe using the 
same colors as in the print. 
Stripes have a marvelous 
way of combining with prints 
without fighting with them. 
Yet they do introduce a cer­ 
tain decorating drama which 
a solid fabric often does not. 
Another possibility might 
be to use two checks. I ’d 
select the checks in the same 
color way — one might be a 
tiny houndstooth and another 
a larger almost plaid like de­ 
sign. These can be crisp and 
very, very pleasant in a small 
room.

COEUR D’ALENE, Idaho 
(UPI) — They filed slowly 
into the welding company 
building that served as their 
church, 
som e 
w earing 
rosary beads around their 
necks, others carrying old 
prayer books. 
All of the women wore 
dresses several inches below 
their knees and their hair 
was hidden by scarves or 
kerchiefs. 
They worshipped for more 
than two hours before a plain 
varnished 
wood 
a lta r, 
kneeling on concrete floors. 
Many 
brought 
their own 
folding chairs. 
They are m em bers of a 
religious 
group 
that 
has 
spurned the estab lish ed 
Roman Catholic Church and 
has reverted to the way 
services were conducted for 
thousands of years — until 
m ajor changes, decreed by 
Rome, came in 1966. 
The group, which calls 
itself the Tridentine Latin 
Rite Catholic Church, is one 
of m any throughout the 
world 
who 
believe 
the 
church took the wrong turn 
in prohibiting the use of 
Latin in its services and 
making other wide-ranging 
reform s following Vatican 
IL 
These traditionalists, who 


shun the established church 
and its 
Pope, 
gather 
in 
motels and 
living 
rooms 
throughout 
the 
country 
w here 
traveling 
p riests 
celebrate the Mass that was 
used through the centuries 
after Christ. 
Many of them 
follow 
outspoken French A rch­ 
bishop M arcel L efebvre, 
who also challenges the post- 
Vatican II reforms but has 
no connection with the 600- 
m em ber community here. 
The Coeur d’Alene com­ 
munity is more organized 
than m ost. 
Under th eir 
bishop, 
F rancis 
K. 
Schuckardt, they have deve­ 
loped a private grade and 
high school, a convent and a 
sem inary for new priests. 
Brothers and priests from 
the community also criss­ 
cross the country several 
times a year to bring their 
teach in g s 
to 
others. 
Schuckardt, 38, says they 
have established chapels in 
O m aha, San Diego, Los 
Angeles, Colorado Springs 
and Phoenix, and have 
strong groups in New York 
City and Detroit. 
Schuckardt, who is not 
listed as a priest or bishop in 
records of the established 
church, had worked in the 
church for many years as a 
layman in Seattle. He also 


studied for the priesthood 
but 
had 
to 
leave 
the 
seminary before ordination 
because of illness. 
For a short time, he said, 
he tried to live with the 
changes, but then he was 
forced into a decision. 
“Either I had to keep 
com prom ising 
m y 
con­ 
science and be obedient to 
the Vatican II church or I 
had to 
b reak 
with the 
Vatican II church, follow my 
conscience and remain true 
to all the traditional Catholic 
teachings and liturgy that 
had been taught all through 
the centuries up to Vatican 
II.” 
Schuckardt and a small 
band of men and women who 
felt the sam e way moved to 
Coeur 
D ’Alene 
to 
do 
apostolic work around 1967. 
TTien, he said, others “who 
w anted 
to 
re ta in 
th eir 
traditional Catholic faith” 
began coming from around 
the country. 
He began to look for a 
priest who could lead them, 
but found none. Then in 1971, 
an ordained bishop in Ohio, 
also a traditionalist, offered 
to ordain him. A few months 
later, the sam e bishop or­ 
dained Schuckardt as a 
bishop in a ceremony in 
Chicago. 
“Since then, we’ve grown 


slowly 
but 
su re ly ,” 
Schuckardt said. 
The 
bishop 
said 
the 
prohibition of the Latin Mass 
is only one of several major 
changes that would make 
reconciliation im possible 
with the established church. 
He said now that the Mass 
is said in other languages, 
the words no longer have the 
sam e m eaning and the 
dignity and reverence of the 
service is gone. Among other 
changes he cited was a 
growing ecumenism “which 
puts other churches on the 
same level” as the Roman 
Catholic 
C hurch, 
and 
changes in adm inistering the 
church’s sacram ents such as 
baptism and matrimony. 
“There’s been a complete 
breakdow n since V atican 
II,” he said. “ If Vatican II 
really were of God, there 
would be more vocations, 
more conversions. Instead 
there are hardly any con­ 
versions and the nuns and 
priests are running away.” 
S chuckardt 
said 
his 
community 
has 
problems 
finding enough old prayer 
books 
and 
teaching 
m aterials. It must also deal 
with reaction from out­ 
siders. 
“ T rying 
to 
keep 
the 
traditional Catholic life is 
difficult,” he said. “What we 


preach is not a popular 
gospel. Everyone today likes 
the 
easy 
life, 
com fort, 
luxury. We preach penance, 
reparation, modesty. So we 
don’t expect that it is going 
to attract a great number of 
people.” 
Clarine Barnes is one of 
those who moved with her 
husband to Coeur d ’Alene 
after meeting Schuckart in 
the late 1960s when they 
lived in Chula Vista, Calif. 
“ I never had any doubts” 
that Schuckardt’s way was 
the right one, 
she said. 
“When you come up here 
and see the people, see the 
devotion and humility — it’s 
so “ I never had any doubts” 
that Schuckardt’s way was 
the right one, 
she said. 
A diocesan spokesman, the 
Rev. 
David Kundtz, said 
Bishop Sylvester T reinen 
“tried in the early stages to 
m ake overtures to them and 
to get some kind of dialogue 
going, but to no avail.” 
Kundtz said the diocese 
does m ake periodic a n ­ 
nouncements noting that the 
Coeur d’Alene community is 
not part of the diocese, but 
other than that “we don’t do 
anything to them — they 
have the sam e kind of 
religious freedoms we do.” 
In any case, 
he 
said, 
“ discipline 
(by 
the 


established church) would 
have no meaning for them .” 
A spokesm an 
for 
the 
N ational 
C onference 
of 
C atholic 
Bishops 
in 
Washington, D.C., said other 
bishops know about the 
problem. 
“Unhappily, the current 
reality 
of 
the 
Catholic 
Church is polarization of 
both ends of the theological 
spectrum ,” the spokesman 
said. 
“ The bishops 
are 
aware of it, and try to deal 
with it as best they can. I 
don’t think there’s any one 
simple solution to it.” 
In A rlington, Va., for 
example, Bishop Thomas J. 
Welsh warned his parishes 
recently that Latin m asses 
conducted by a priest who is 
one of Archbishop Lefeb- 
vre’s followers are invalid. 
He did so after hearing of 
200 Catholics who gathered 
in a hotel on a recent Sunday 
to celebrate the “ forbidden” 
Latin Mass.

balanced package of energy 
conserving 
t echniques 
regardless of where they live 
or the style of home they 
choose.” 
Arquilla, 
a 
Chicago 
homebuilder, 
said buyers 
will no longer need to 
com pare the often con­ 
flicting claims for home 
energy packages. “Here is a 
simple 
and 
system atic 


approach, 
based 
upon 
performance 
engineering, 
that can be applied to all 
residential construction. It 
eliminates the guesswork for 
both builders and buyers,” 
he said. 
According to Arquilla, the 
guidelines establish criteria 
for equitably insulating 
ceilings, 
wall, 
window,, 
floors, doors and ducts of 
any new house in any part of 
the country. He said, “Any 
energy-saving 
investment 
beyond basic needs should 
pay for itself within seven 
years or less. The NAHB 


guidelines provide for a 
maxi mum 
seven-year 
payback; however, in most 
cases the payback period is 
within four to five years.” 
Seven years is the length of 
time the average American 
stays in the same house. 
The guidelines are based 
upon a set of energy index 
numbers. The index num­ 
bers are easily calculated 
from existing data on local 
weather conditons, 
fuel 
costs, and the type of heating 
and cooling system to be 
used in the home. The index 
numbers are then matched
